From the looks of certain happenings 
around the state, this could be one of 
the most important years the Junior 
College System in Alabama has ever 
faced. As you are all probably very 
aware, there is sentiment in Montgomery 
to close some of our campuses and/or 
consolidate into district campuses under 
one administration. Also under foot 
is a move to place the Junior College 
under a new board of control, with 
new policies and procedures to be 
developed by this board. These two 
ideas, along with the idea that we 
(Alabama) can't afford our two-year 
college system anymore, are the very 
things that we as an association must 
work to prevent. It is time that we 
spoke up in defense of the very fine 
job that we are doing. We offer a 
quality program, we have the best 
instructors, and we have the most 
competent administration and support 
staff of any facet of higher education. 
We must have because we teach the 
same courses as four year schools, are 
accredited, and do teach on far less 
money. It is time we speak up in de¬ 
fense of ourselves because we cannot 
depend on anyone else to do it for us. 

The public Junior College System 
in Alabama last year spent approximately 
4% of the entire 1.3 billion state educa¬ 
tion budget. This is highly significant in 
view of the fact that the system served 
almost 50% of all people enrolled in 
higher education in the state. 


Report on Resolutions Passed in the '80 
Business Session : 

Class Load: The State Board of Ed- 
cation in its June meeting brought a reso¬ 
lution to the table which basicly defined 
full time instructor load as 15 hours/ 
quarter. It also states that no one will 
be required to teach more that 21 hours 
a quarter or the equivilent to be deter¬ 
mined locally.

Business Session: 

Funding for Nursing Programs 

When the budget passed the legis¬ 
lature and was signed into law by the 
Governor, it contained language which 
basicly states that all programs will be 
funded on a cost basis. 

State Wide Health Insurance Plan: 

At the June meeting of the Tea¬ 
chers' Retirement Systems Board a 
motion was made and unanimously 
passed to institute a full feasibility 
study on the possibility of a state¬ 
wide program similiar to the state 
employee program or if this is not 
feasible, to see about putting education 
employees under the state system. The 
board will receive a report in the October 
'80 meeting on the findings of the study 
committee. To the best of my know¬ 
ledge this covers all the issues which were 
raised at the business session.

Robert Lager, Executive Assistant to

Lager, who has since resigned his 
position with Gov. Fob James' admini¬ 
stration, told the membership that they

In his short address to the member¬ 
ship he also encouraged junior college 
personnel, to 'work together, stop the 
rumors and each grab our oars and row

Alabama/ 

The Education expert told the group 
that junior and community colleges 
play a vital role in the State of Alabama 
and in the United States. 

In response to the controversial 
statements made by Gov. James' and 
other state officials in recent months. 
Lager told the group that the Executive 
branch of the government plays the role 
of persuasion. 'It is the duty of the 
Governor and staff to see where the 
state is, what direction the state should 
be pointing in, seek the advice of those 
who make the laws and go forward. . . . 

There is not enough money, there is 
not going to be enough money/ Lager 
said, 'Times are going to change/ 

The need for redesigning goals, 
followed by setting priorities is the job 
of the junior and community college 
educators for the next several years.

In line with setting priorities for our¬ 
selves, Lager said Gov. James had set 
priorities in education, his first being 
kindergarten through sixth grade. 

In conclusion, he continued to urge 
working together, stepping back and 
assessing the roles of the junior and 
community colleges, and getting invol¬ 
ved with the job of education.

We in education have got to take 
politics seriously, 'Dr. Paul Hubbert, Ex¬ 
ecutive Secretary of the AEA told the 
local affiliate members at Wallace Com¬ 
munity College, Dothan, recently. 

He told the faculty members that 
job security and compensation for their 
work are political decisions and that for 
too long educators have taken a wait and 
see attitude about their political leader¬ 
ship. 

Terming Governor Fob James and Sid 
McDonald as the 'Biggest problems facing 
Alabama Junior and Community Col¬ 
leges', Hubbert warned the educators that 
the Junior and Technical Colleges Pro¬ 
gram will continue to be politicized in 
the future. 

The AEA Secretary reflected on this 
year's legislative session saying that 
'trade-offs' with six members of the 
House were the only reason the junior 
and technical schools got their appro¬ 
priations for the year. 'And those six 
votes were junior college people who 

were fighting odds to get your pro¬ 
grams funded', he added. 

The danger of political intervention in 

the educational process was exemplified 
by the introduction of House Bill 1099 
this session. One which, Hubbert says, 
would stack the State School Board' 
with the Lt. Governor, and Speaker 
of the House being placed on the Board. 
The bill was killed on the House floor 
this session, but Hubbert says if the mea¬ 
sure is passed it would take control of the 
board and place it in the hands of the 
politicians, since the speaker and Lt. 
Governor would control the purse strings 
in the Legislature. 

Hubbert compared the size of the elec¬ 
torate of Speaker Joe McCorquodale say¬ 
ing that he was elected by 33,000 people 
from Clarke and Washington Counties, 
while Mrs. Annie Lee Cherry, member 
of the State School Board for the Dothan 
area was elected by 500,000 votes in 
southeastern section of Alabama. 

Hubbert termed the 16 percent pay 


Executive Secretary of the Alabama Edu¬ 
cation Association, Paul Hubbert spoke 
to the local AEA affiliate at Wallace 
Community College, Dothan, recently. 
Looking over the proposed new pay scale 


raise the teachers of the State received 

as not as much as we wanted.' 

The AEA had sought a 17.7 percent 

increase in salaries for state personnel.

he pay raise will not be realized by the 
teachers until their first check in the fall 
quarter, Hubbert also said, much to the 
chagrin of those present. No more of the 
bonuses (the seven percent paid for fall 
quarter 1979) would be paid either this 
year. 

Discussing funding, Hubbert said that 
the tour year colleges and universities 
as usual, got more than the lion's 
share of the money available. 

In other discussion concerning the 
four year universities, Hubbert, said, 
rescinding the 20 hour rule 


adopted by the Alabama Legislature in 
recent session are Hubbert, center, 
Cindajo Overton, left, President of the 
Wallace Education Association and Jim 
Pritchett, v aflace faculty member and 
President of the AJCCA. 


'made more sense' for junior and techni¬ 
cal schools than for four year schools 
because of the Open Door Policy. 

'With the Open Door Policy, you can 
see many different levels of achievement 
in the classroom, demanding more indi¬ 
vidual attention given to the students 
than at a level where entrance is selective 
in nature,' he said. 

Hubbert said at a recent meeting with 
members of the State Board, four of the 
members said they were in favor of 

rescinding the 20 hours rule. When asked 
what would replace the present policy. 
Hubbert said if the rule is rescinded it 
will probably go back to its former status 
pending a recommendation from a stu¬ 
dy committee. (Cont. on Page 13)

A simple carburetor adjustment is all 
that is required on some small 
lawn and garden equipment. Other 
engines can be converted by replacing 
the carburetor main jet (or main

We are battling a historical precedent, 
Hubbert said of the 9-3 contract under 
which technical instructors are now ser¬ 
ving. Under the traditional agreement, 
the instructors work on a nine-month 
contract for the regular school year at 
one salary, then for the three summer 
quarter months, they are on a different 
contract making less money. 

Terming decisions made in the area 
'ignorance of people in high places' as 
to how the technical system works, Hub¬ 
bert said the 9-3 contract is something 
which educators must begin to tackle. 

Technical education teaches a trade, 
where students go straight through 
school until they finish/ Hubbert 
said, 'And this is one reason summer 
employment should be no different 
than any other times of the year,'

If a teacher teaches the same thing in 
summer as in fall, he should get paid the 
same. 

In discussing summer employment, 
Hubbert also said the academic instruc¬ 
tors in the state's junior and technical 
schools need a policy established for 
summer employment, 

'In some cases, we've seen the admini¬ 
strators of institutions hiring their 
friends for summer, while other instruc¬ 
tors never had the opportunity to teach 
during the summer. Summer employ¬ 
ment shouldn't be at the discretion of 
the institution administration,' he com¬ 
mented. 

In closing his remarks he urged educa¬ 
tors to get involved, warning that we all 
will pay the price for not being involved 
in education and in politics. 
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Carter Addresses Foreign Language Group 


Highlights of the Foreign Language 
Group Meeting, April 25. 

Session I, Speaker; Dr. William C. Car¬ 
ter, Chairman, Foreign Language 
Department, UAB 

Dr. Carter informed the group that 
interest in second language learning 
appears to be on the increase. He noted 
that many medical school and other 
programs are now giving preference 
to applicants with second language 
backgrounds. The Jefferson County 
School system is giving preference- 
for all levels and for all positions - 
to applicants with second language 
backgrounds. 

Also in Birmingham, the Sparkman 
Center, when open. Dr. Carter added, 
will train medical teams to work in 
foreign countries, especially in Africa 
and Latin America, and those teams 
will need, in addition to their medical 
and scientific training, certain compe¬ 
tencies in second languages-especially 
French and Spanish. 


I he general session of the AJCCA Comm¬ 
ission on Supportive Personnel com¬ 
menced at 1:30 p.m. on Thursday, April 
24 with approximately 125 persons in 
attendance. Mrs. Myra Pugh Johnson 
presided, and was assisted at the podium 
by Ms. Shirley Johnson, Lawson State 
and Ms. Polly Wages, Wallace State 
Junior College.

This report 
recommends, among others, the setting 
up of 20 regional centers to upgrade 
foreign language teaching competencies.

And fe¬ 
deral regulations require emergency 
rooms to have bilingual resource persons 
available. Furthermore, the Alabama 
Development Department found that 
84% of businesses that export want 
employees with second language skills. 

According to Dr. Howard, most 
foreign countries take second language 
learning more seriously than we do. 
Japanese employees in the United 
States, for instance, must live here and 
immerse themselves in the language and 
customs for three years before assuming 
their jobs. 

The Foreign Language Group elected 
Mr. Raymond W. Hand of Alexander City 
State Junior College as chairman for next 
year.
